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1. The Chinese iiational Government's permanent suspension of the publication of 
the Nanking edition of the Hsin “in Fay on & July 1948 was a victory for the 
C.C. Clique. Ostensibly the Hsin Min Pao was suppressed for criticising the 

governnom and for spreading Communist propagenda, «actually, how.vor, it was 
suppressed because it had antagoniacd the C.C. Clicue in the following ways:

{4) The Hsin Min Fao hed reported sarcastically on the demands of certain meubers 
of the L Legislative Yuan for ar increase in salary and had published the 
names of thoge individuals, among whom were many °.C. Clique members. 

(5) The Hain Min Fao had continued to attack the C.C. Clique even after CHIEN Ming- 
te Ce i ra }, General Manager, of the Nanking edition of the Hsin Mir. 
Pao and TENG Chi-hsing (4 HE. ), ite kanaging Editor, had been elected 
Wational Assembly Represent ative and Legisiative Yuen member, respectively. 
The C.0.Clicue had expected that the policy of the Hsin Mir Pao would become 
mose pro-Kuominteng and more ora-O.0. Gligue after CH and TENS , who are 
huaband and wife. were elected to office. 


2. On 7 dwy, the day beforc the issuance of the Govermaent order suspending the 
publication of the Nanking edition of the Hsin Min Pao, the Kuomintang Central 
Headquarters hid issued orders to all Kuomintanz members "not to support the 
Pandit?! je ama the Hsin Min Pao, which was about to be suppressed", uhen 
TENG Yuete (a ap BIS ), tho Deputy Director of the Government Inform:tion Office 
lecrned abou is Kuomintang order in whe evening of 7 duly, he vas voy 


much curprised und questioned many high government officials, but to no 
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aveil. Finally, he contacted HW Tau-ang { wf + R ), Director of the Board ot 
Publications and close friend of CHANG Ch'tin. HU telephoned CHANG, who 

knew nothing about the matter, but promiged to investigate. CHANG later 
telephoned HU and informed him that the suppression of the Nanking edition 

of the Hsin Nin Pao had been suggested to tresident CHIANG by certain high 
Kuomintang officials, including KU Cheng~ting ( 4- & ff ), Acting Head 


of the Ministry of Organization, which is controlled by the C.C. Clique. 


The Fresident had approved the suspension of the Nanking edition of the 
Hsin Min Pao and his approval had been conveyed through LI Wei~kuo ( ME £ oe

When CHANG ,Li-shong ( KA ‘~. ) waa appointed Vice Fremier of the Executive 
Yuan, P'ENG Chao~hsien, who had been Vice-Minister of the In~ 

terior under CHaAht, was promoted to Minister o2 tne interior, wig CHANG, 4 
comparatively honest and :-esponsible public official as Minister of the In- 
terior, it had been impossible for the C.0, Clique to effect the suppression 
of the Nanking edition of the Hsin kin kao. tHowever, when F'ENG, an active 
and ardent C.C. Clique member became head of the Ministry, the C.C. Clique 
was in a position to strike back at the Hsin kin Fao. PlahG's first step was 
to appoint as Political Vice-Minister of the Interfor HU Tatu-wei ( # BK. dy 
who is a member of the Fol.itical Seience Clique and was Administrative Vice- 
Minister of the Interior under CHANG. Jn this way |'ENG gained complete con- 
trol of the administration of the kinistry and will maintain this control 
until a new Administrative Vice-Kinister is appointed. The tine had now cone 
for the C.C. Clique to attempt to suppress the Hsin Lin Pao in retaliation 
for that newspaper's attacks against the C.C. Clique. Consequently, the C.C. 
Clique members in the Ha Blative Yuan accused TMG Chi-hsing of  dgaepieart I 
ida wer ation of the newspaper. However, Tine, 

and many other members of the anti-~ 
shold proved to the satisfaction of the 
majority of the members of the Legislative Yuan that the Hsin Min Fac was 
pursuing a policy similar to that of many other newspapers. tihen it appeared 
that the C.¢G. Clique was fighting a losing tattle in the Legislative Yuan, 
PtENG finally took the drestic step of suppressing the Hsin Min Fao for vio- 
lating Sections 2& 3 of Article 21 of the Cld Law of Fublications by spreading 
Chinese Commmist propaganda and false rumore and ida criticizing unjustly 
the National Government.
